Others In 
the crowd, however, started in pursuit of the 
burning woman, but were unable to come up with 
her before she reached her home at the mi!!,. The 
clothes of the unfortunate woman were entirely 
consumed, andshe was borribly burned from her 
kneesup.

Allen was seriously bruised about 
the body, aud injured internally so that 
hevwas compelicd to employ the services of a phy- 
sicilan and surgeon at a cost of over $590. He also 
incurred other expenses, and has since been inca 
yaciated forduty. Allen being a minor the suit 
was brought against the company in the city court 
by Mary ik. Allen, his mother and uext friend, 
through his att Lester & Ravenel. The 
company was defended by Messrs, Lawton & Cun- 
ningbam. The taking of testimony wes concluded 
during the forenoon, when the jury retired, and 
after beipgout a short time returned a verdict 
apainst the company for $2,000,

C. Riley had boarded the steam- 
er Katie on her way to Savannah, but finding that 
he was known and was likely to bearr sted, leftat 
the next landing after he got aboard, and took to 
the country.The police of Savannah,were ay ting 
for the steamer here ready to arrest the negro 
4S scon as he came ashore. The particulars of the 
crime were then unknown, but as far as developed 
they are as follows: The murdered man’s name 
was Morris Green. The two men quarreled about 
a brass watchchain of exceedingly small value, 
which a third party was trying 
cursed Green, and rising to 
where both men were Sitting 
on the plationn at the depot, 
moved off a little. Grean also rose, and, advance 
ing towards Riley, said, ‘Don’t curse me,” when 
Riley drew a pistol from his bip-pocket and fired 
on Green, the ball taking effect in his head snd en 
tering the brain. After shooting Green Riley ran 
off through an open field and made his escape, 
There were probably a hundred people present 
who witnessed the tragedy, but failed to secure 
the arrest of the murderer. Riley has, it is claimed, 
lopg been universally dreaded and despised. He 
is a bon Of William Riley. who mad: himself noto- 
rious in Charleston a few years ago by figuring as 
#S a witness against the white people before the 
Teller committee. This is the third nlurder which 
bas been committed at Campbelltown, all the vie- 
tims and two of the murderers being negroes.

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THE FEDERAL TREASURY. 
The Annual Report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury—Receipts and Expenditures. 

W ASSINGTON, November 28.—The annual report 
of the treasurer of the United States has been made 
to the secretary of thetreasury. It shows that the 
net revenues of the government for the fiscal year 
ist 4, was less than that of 1883 by $49,767,712, hay- 
ing been $348,519,869, while in L883 it amounted to 
$08,287,581. The decrease in receipts from customs 
was $19,630,207; in receipts from internal revenue, 
$25,134,296, and in receipts from miscellaneous 
sources, $8,849,248. From the aggregate of these 
items should be deducted an increase of $1,554,540 
in receipts from the sales of public lands, leaving 
the net reduction as stated above. The net ex- 
pendituies aggregated $241 ,126,244, a decrease from 
the amountin 1885 of $21,251,893. The surplus 
applicable to ‘the reduction of the pubic debt 
amounted to $'04,395,625, a decrease Of $23,455,515 
from that of the previous year. The itemsof ex- 
penditures showing a decrease are as follows: 
account of the war ig amen nate $9,431,779: on ac- 
ccunt of the interior department, $11,469,936; on 
account of the interest on the public debt, 34,531,- 
152, There was an inecreaBe of $2..42,411 
expenditures on account of the civil 
misecelianecus, and of $2,009,164 in 
penditurcson account of the pavy department.

George Anderson Cuts Pope Hopkins’ 
Threat in a Decatur Street Bar. 

Atone o'clock this morning Pope Hopkins, a 
negro well-digger, was lyingfin a poolof his own 
blood, on the floor of Bob Stevenson’s barroom on 
Decatur street, dying from the effects of a knife 
wound inflicted by George Anderson.

Anderson 
wheeled around and began cursing Hopkias, who 
retreated into the saloon. As Hopkins went back 
into the taloon Anderson followed him. When 
Hopkins reached’one of the pool tablesina room 
in rear of - the barroom he remarked to the crowd 
who had witnessed the hat-tearing: 

“T’ll make the scoundrel pay for that hat yet!’ 

Anderson was standing behind Hopkins and 
heard tbe remark, but Hopkins did not 
know that he was present. As Hopkins completed 
the remark Anderson said: 

“You will, will you?” 

As be made this remark Anderson drove a keen, 
long knife blade into Hopkins’s neck on the left 
side, inflicting a mortal wound. The blade sever- 
ed the jugular vein, and with the blood flowing 
in torrents from the wound Hopkins sank to the 
floor. Andersen wheeled and ran. Patrolmen 
Abbott and Taylor heard the row and chased An- 
deison, who ran to the m dical college, on Butler 
street, before he was captured.

LYNCHING IN MARYLAND. 


A Negro Burglar Named Briscoe Bealt With 
by the Mob.
